BULLETIN BOLD is a new addition to the Spanjer line of stock design, 
popular wood letter styles.

Special letters can be an ornate 
script, or a plain letter similar to, 
but with slight differences or varia- 
tions from one of our standard styles. 

Script letters can be priced from our 
script price list. 

If full size drawings are furnished 
to us, other special styles can be 
furnished at price of only 10% over 
prices of standard style which it 
most closely resembles, provided 
widths of letters are not more than 
normal.

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STYLE S — The styles illustrated above are sometimes roughly classed 
as "block" styles. They are clean-cut, modern, easy to read, and are 
lowest in cost of all Spanjer letters. 




WIDTH S — Styles shown above are available from stock patterns in 
regular widths only, approximately two-thirds of letter height. That 
is, a letter 12" high will average 8" wide, other sizes in proportion. 
Ample additional space must be allowed between letters, between 
words, and at ends of sign. 

SIZES— Standard sizes are: 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 15, 16, 18, 
20, 22, 24 and 30". Larger letters can be made from your full size 
drawings. 

THICKNESSES— Standard thicknesses are: l/ 4 ", l/ 2 ", 13 f fi ", H/ 8 ", 
l 3 /8", 1%" and 23/ 4 ".

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WIDTH S-BROADWAY, THICK and THIN, ARCHITECTURAL, and 
STYMIE BLOCK letters are approximately square, that is, a letter 
which is 12" high will be approximately 12" wide; other sizes in 
proportion. 

Width of HUXLEY GOTHIC is approximately one-third of the height, 
that is, a letter 12" high will be about 4" wide; other sizes in pro- 
portion 

THICKNESSES— Standard thicknesses are: l/ 4 ", l/ 2 ", 13 Y 6 ", ll/ 8 ", 
1%", 1 3 A" and 23/ 4 ". 

In general, the larger the letter the thicker it should be. Minimum 
thickness of lVe" if letters are for projected mounting. Ribbon style 
letters should be used proportionately thicker than other styles as 
they depend on depth for their effectiveness.

Fastening Methods 
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TYPE FW-1 

Flush mounting to panels acces- 
sible from back. 

Depending on the size of the 
letters, holes in panel should be 
drilled Vk" to %* larger than 
shank of screw. This is to allow 
for freedom of expansion and 
contraction of materials, and for 
this reason screws should not be 
pulled up too tightly. Drill small 
holes in backs of wood letters. 
Attach letters with round head 
brass wood screws and washers, 
as illustrated. 



TYPE PW-60 

FJush mounting to masonry. 

Install brass studs (A) into backs 
of letters. In corresponding posi- 
tions, drill 3/ 8 " diameter holes (B) 
2" deep into masonry. Fill holes 
with Tuff-Bond or other quick 
setting cement. Place plastic or 
metal spacers over studs and 
press studs projecting from backs 
of letters into cement-filled holes. 
Studs can be purchased sepa- 
rately or can be furnished in- 
stalled in the letters for a small 
additional cost. 

This method is recommended for 
small letters 12" high and under. 



TYPE PW-S 

Projected Mounting to Masonry. 

Attach extension irons (A) to 
backs of letters with No. 8 round 
head brass wood screws. In cor- 
responding positions, drill 3/ 8 " 
diameter holes %* deep into 
masonry and set expansion bolts 
(B). 

Place letter with attached exten- 
sion irons over projecting studs 
of expansion bolts and fasten with 
nut (C). 

For wood backgrounds, use wood 
screws in background and studs 
in letters. Drill No. 23 holes in 
backs of letters before turning in 
studs. 



TYPE BW-12 

Wood Base Mounting. 

After they have been well 
painted, properly space letters 
against wood base. Drill holes 
through wood base into bottom 
of wood letters and fasten with 
flat head brass wood screws.

Exterior Wood Letter 

To obtain the long life that Spanjer wood letters can give, the impor- 
tance of proper priming cannot be overstressed. It is the primer coats 
that protect the wood letters from the elements and provide the proper 
base for a long-lasting enamel finish or a brilliant gold leaf finish. 
It is vitally important that the letters be painted equally well on the 
backs and edges as on the iaces, for the letters must be sealed com- 
pletely so that no moisture can get in from any direction. 

1. PREPARATION OF LETTERS FOR PAINTING 

Before any paint is applied to wood letters, they should be thoroughly 
cleaned and dusted with a stiff bristle brush or airgun, if available. 
All dirt and sawdust which may have accumulated on the edges as 
well as on the faces and backs must be removed. Any small dents or 
scratches should be sanded with 2/0 sandpaper and the letters should 
be redusted before any paint is applied. 

2. PRIMER AND PROTECTIVE COATS 

1st Coat 2nd Coat 3rd Coat 

Soft white lead paste 3 parts 3 parts 2 part 

Boiled linseed oil 5 parts 2 parts none 

Pure turpentine 1 part 1 part 1 part 

Fiberseal or varnish none none 2 tablespoons 

per gallon 
Great care should be exercised in brushing out well each of the 
above 3 coats. If this is properly done, only a very light sanding with 
4/0 sandpaper will be required between coats; thus the maximum 
protective value is received from each coat of paint. 

3. DECORATIVE COATS 

After the wood letters have been properly protected from the elements 
by the first three coats, the letters are ready for the final decorative 
coats. The letters should be lightly sanded with 4/0 sandpaper to pro- 
vide a smooth base. It should be kept in mind that the fourth and fifth 
coats of synthetic enamel have very little moisture protective value 
and are for decorative purposes only. 



Painting Suggestions 



4th Coat — Brush or spray a good quality synthetic enamel (such as 
Dulux) on all surfaces of the letters, flowing out all brush marks. 

5th Coar—Sand very lightly and apply second coat of synthetic 
enamel. 

4. GOLD LEAFING* 

Apply three primary and protective coats as described in paragraphs 
1 and 2 above. 

Apply slow drying overnight yellow oil gold size. 

Apply gold leaf. 

5. DRYING TIME 

Drying time is difficult to specify, due to the varied temperature and 
humidity conditions throughout the country at various times of the 
year. An average, however, of from 2 to 5 days of drying time must 
be provided between each coat. Preceding coat must be thoroughly 
dry before another coat is applied. 

6. CLEANING AND MAINTENANCE 

Synthetic enamel and gold leaf letters can be cleaned easily with a 
mild soap suds and soft sponge. On gold leaf letters care must be 
exercised to rub lightly so as not to injure the delicate gold leaf 
surface. Letters should be rinsed with clear water before the soapy 
water has had a chance to dry. 

Wood letters, when properly painted before installation and repainted 
when the paint shows the first sign of disintegration, will last almost 
indefinitely. This is evidenced by the many wood letter signs which 
were installed more than 30 years ago and which are still in excellent 
condition. 

It is suggested that you sell your customer a regular periodic clean-up 
and touch-up service (at least once or twice a year) for his sign so that 
it will always look new, and will always be a good advertisement for 
his business and yours.
